REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record (Pirrung et al.) placed "contrast enhancement material" comprising 
"quinone diazid" (e.g. photobleachable compound) between "the mask and the 
substrate" in order to "enhance contrast of light applied to the substrate" (e.g. see 
Pirrung et al. col. 14) and thus failed to teach (or suggest) coating the array surface with 
the photobleachable compound to achieve favorable deprotection (e.g. by latency: e.g. 
delayed deprotection) by addressing the problem of stray light in undeslred areas 
leading to undeslred collateral deprotection. In other words the prior art of record falls to 
appreciate the problem of undeslred collateral deprotection and applicant's solution e.g. 
latency employing a photobleachable compound layer over the protected reactive 
groups. The secondary reference fails to cure the deficiency of the closest prior art 
reference. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

It is noted that upon the allowance of the generic claim (e.g. claim 56) renders 
claims 61 and 62 allowable over the prior art of record.
